Warrant officer dies after insurgent attack while serving in Afghanistan 


SOLDIER KILLED 

IN ACTION^H

A SOLDIER who was bom in 
Barking has been killed in action 
while serving in Afghanistan. 

Warrant Officer Ian Fisher, 
from the 3rd Battalion, The 
Mercian Regiment, was fatally 
injured after his military vehicle 
was driven into during a suicide 
attack last Tuesday. 

The 42-year-old, who was a 
sergeant major for a company of 
Warrior fighting vehicles, was 
airlifted to a military hospital at 
Camp Bastion but was con¬ 
firmed dead shortly after. 

He was bom in Barking in 
October 1971, grew up in Elm 
Park, Hornchurch, and went to 


Ayloff Primary School, Sanders 
Draper School and then 
Havering Technical College. The 
father-of-two, who gained a sci¬ 
ence degree from Staffordshire 
University, leaves behind his 
wife, Emma, sons James, seven, 
William, five, and his parents, 
Simon and Helen. 

In a statement, Emma said: 
“Ian will always be the centre of 
my life. He will be remembered 
as a doting father, loving hus¬ 
band and a tme professional sol¬ 
dier. He loved being a soldier, 
that’s what he lived for. We are all 
so proud and always will be.” 

Barking and Dagenham 
Council flew the Union flag at 
half-mast on all civic buildings in 
the borough as a mark of respect. 


Council leader Liam Smith 
said: “Our thoughts and prayers 
are with his friends and family 
and regiment.” 

The Ministry of Defence said 
his colleagues described him as 
the “epitome of an infantry 
sergeant major - straight talking 
but obsessive in his pursuit of 
excellence.” 

Lieutenant Colonel Chris 
Davies, commanding officer of 
the regiment, said: “To lose a 
warrant officer of Ian Fisher’s 
calibre in such a tight-knit family 
regiment is a huge blow that has 
left the whole battalion numb.” 

Ian is the 446th UK service 
member to die in Afghanistan 
since 2001 and is the eighth to be 

killed there this year. SO LOVED: Warrant Officer Ian Fisher

Help change a life 



PEOPLE are needed from 
across east London to adopt 
children. 

Havering council's children's 
services department said it is 
not looking for 'perfect fami¬ 
lies' to become adopters and 
that both single people and 
couples would be eligible to 
look after a child. 

Head of childrens and young 
people's services, Kathy 
Bundred said she wanted to 
dispel the idea that the process 
of adopting was difficult. 

She said there were several, 
simple stages to go through 
that can take around six 
months to complete. 

Firstly, prospective parents 
meet up with social workers 
from the children's services 
adoption team to explore the 
idea of taking on a new child. 

This is followed up with a 
home visit to talk with the 
family in their home. 

Kathy said: “During the 
home visit, social workers will 
be able to discuss what types 
of children are available to 
adopt. 

“We also establish whether 
people could stretch to take 
sibling groups as we would 
always want siblings to be 
adopted together. 

“A lot of people want babies, 
but normally there are more 
parents than babies.” 

During the home visit, a 
social worker will find out 
about potential adopters’ 
lifestyle, what made them 
come forward and why now. 

Kathy added: “We will be 
able to answer some of the 


chidlren's services 

questions people may have 
regarding support, settling a 
child and some of the expens¬ 
es involved. 

“During the home visit we 
also establish not only whether 
the adopters have the emotion¬ 
al space but also the physical 
space for another child.” 

After this there are several 
workshops where prospective 
parents can have more ques¬ 
tions answered. 

Kathy said: “We are always 
interested in family networks 
for adoption, for example if a 


mum or dad can't look after a 
child, then we would look to 
the extended family, for exam¬ 
ple grand-parents or aunties 
and uncles.” 

The adoption panel eventu¬ 
ally make a decision on an 
adopter’s suitability, and 
Kathy makes the final deci¬ 
sion. 

The next adoption meeting is 
at Havering town hall, Main 
Road, Romford on December 
4, at noon to 2pm.

Starting this week¬ 
end, the local NHS 
111 service can book 
an urgent weekend 
GP appointment, if 
needed, at a nearby 
surgery. Patients 
access the new ser¬ 
vice by calling 111 to 
ensure they get the 
right care.

If the problem can 
wait until Monday, 
patients are issued a 
‘passport slip’ that 
will ensure their own 
GP contacts them. 
This reduces pressure 
on GP surgeries at the 
start of the week as 
patients will not have 
to wait until Monday 
to phone for an 
appointment. 

Havering clinical 


commissioning group 
(CCG) chair and local 
GP Dr Atul Aggarwal 
said:“We know our 
local hospital is likely 
to face serious pres¬ 
sures over the winter 
and, as local GPs, we 
must do our bit to 
help. Patients should 
only go to A&E if they 
have a life-threatening 
emergency, but some¬ 
times they simply 
don’t know where they 
should seek help. We 
need to provide alter¬ 
native places for 
patients who don’t 
need to be in A&E at 
weekends but do need 
to be seen quickly. 

The weekend open¬ 
ing scheme will initial¬ 
ly run through the win¬ 
ter. GPs will then look 
at how effective the 
scheme has been 
before deciding 
whether to continue it.

DAD KNOWS BEST: 
Ford’s new MyKey 
controls new drivers’ 
speed, phone activity 
and even the volume 
of the sound system

A DEVICE which will stop drivers using their 
phone to talk and text from behind the 
wheel has been developed by Ford and will 
be available early next year. 

The high tech gadget is being aimed at 
parents who want to make sure their chil¬ 
dren stay safe once they have passed their 
test. In an industry first, Ford has developed 
the MyKey - a smart car key which can be 
programmed to block phone calls and also 
limit a vehicle’s top speed. 

Road safety research indicates that drivers 
under the age of 25 are up to three times 
more likely to be involved in a fatal accident 
than experienced drivers. 

Other MyKey features restrict the volume 
of a car’s sound system, disable the audio 
until seatbelts are fastened and give alerts at 
critical speeds and when fuel is getting low. 

The system will be introduced on the latest 
Fiesta early next year before being rolled out 
to other Ford models. 

Ford says the ‘Do Not Disturb’ feature on 
the MyKey is designed to help parents 


encourage younger drivers to concentrate 
on the road ahead by reducing phone-relat¬ 
ed distractions. The system works by block¬ 
ing incoming phone calls or text messages 
from a Bluetooth-paired mobile phone, 
diverting calls to voicemail and saving text 
messages on the device for viewing later. 

“MyKey adds a new dimension to auto 
safety by giving drivers standard technology 
that encourages safer driving and limits their 
exposure to risk, regardless of age or expe¬ 
rience,” said Peter Patzelt, Ford system 
architect for MyKey. 

“MyKey can give parents peace of mind 
when they hand car keys over to their kids, 
and ‘Do Not Disturb’ enables parents to 
control another risk factor when their child 
gets behind the wheel.”

LEYTON ORIENT crashed out of 
the tournament at the hands of their 
ten-man, fellow League One hosts 
on Tuesday night. 

Boss, Russell Slade made several 
changes from their 5-2 FA Cup 
thrashing of Southport last Saturday. 
Marvin Bartley earned a rare start in 
the centre of midfield due to talis¬ 
man, Romain Vincelot’s one-match 
suspension. 

Without skipper, Nathan Clarke, 
due to a back injury, the O’s strug¬ 
gled in defence and found them¬ 
selves two goals down inside the 
first eleven minutes thanks to slop¬ 
py defending, which allowed Fran¬ 
cois Zoko and Lucas Akins to stun 
the travelling supporters. 

Although in-form, David Mooney 


pulled one back three minutes later, 
Felipe Morais restored Boro’s two- 
goal lead when he fired home from 
the spot after Elliot Omozusi had 
handled in the penalty box. 

That was all in the first sixteen 
minutes and Slade was forced into a 
defensive reshuffle and it seemed to 
steady the ship as the O’s - especial¬ 
ly with Shaun Batt down the right 
wing - increasingly looked like the 
side that has taken League One by 
storm this season. 

Stevenage’s Roarie Deacon was 
sent-off after a poor challenge on 
the clean-through Batt on 38 min¬ 
utes and to add insult to injury they 
conceded a penalty on the stroke of 
half-time when Lloyd James con¬ 
verted past Chris Day after a foul on 
the lively, Jayden Stockley. 

The second-half - however - was 
a complete non-event. Despite 
enjoying territorial advantage, the 
O’s - throwing men forward - were 
unable to break down a stubborn 
Stevenage defence, with the only 


chance of note falling to Mooney, 
whose 54th minute header was well- 
saved by Day. 

Not even the late introduction of 
star man Kevin Lisbie, nor a cameo 
appearance for versatile trailist, 
Robbie Simpson, could inspire the 
lacklustre O’s, to leave Slade rueing 
a rare defeat. 

“I am very disappointed about 
their goals - three crosses and three 
successes for them gave us a moun¬ 
tain to. 

“I altered the defence - which 
made it a little better - but it [the 
defeat] was one of those things. The 
referee had some big decisions to 
make and there were some mistakes 
- but my players made mistakes.” 

Slade added: “We managed to get 
a goal just before half-time - which 
was important. With them down to 
ten men in the second-half, it was 
always going to be frantic - but we 
ran out of ideas. 

“I learned some positive and neg¬ 
ative things about my squad - and 


we’re only going to be successful if 
we taste failure. We don’t like it and 
we want to get back to winning 
ways.” 

Elimination from the tournament 
could prove a blessing in disguise, 
with Slade concluding: “Obviously, 
if you’re playing too many games, it 
is sometimes difficult to keep going 
on three fronts. But, we’re still in the 
FA Cup and in great nick and 
[league] position, so we’ll take heart 
from that.”
